Morrls wis pronouncoed to be incapnble of
working and was detiilad ne a messenger (o
g0 botywuen the offlee in the maln prison balld-
jng oo ! the shoe shop., He was the only conviet
who ootthl phss through all the shoe shops
without # keoper Ly his side. No trust wos
placed i him beyoud that of messonger duty,
and at othier times, when he was not running
errands haowoe treated lkeo the other prisoncra,

When Fire Marshal Thorne began yestorday
to question Morris about what he knew about
the fire, e suddonly confessed that he wne the
fecendinry. He sald that Henry Grean, a elork
employsd iy the Bay State Shoe and Lenther
Compnny, kave him some matches on Monday
moriing, hs he often did, to light his pips, and
that, while sitting upon a stool in theshovshop,
pear the Superintendent's offes, where he was
accustomad to walt until he was wanted. the
thoukht flnshod across his mind that he should
fire the building. He went up to the attle, where
thore wis 6 man getting some shoos heals that
were stored thero, o wanitod until the man
haid gt what he was after, and had sald that
hodid not want anything more there. Then
Morris rollemtad A number of pleces of papoer
togother and enrried them elosa to the hateh-
way nt! setthem on Nre with one of the matches,
Then Lo wont into the s ard 1o the house whero
the combustibles were stored, and filling &
sprinkicr with nbout two gqunrts of benzine, re-
turned t the shop and soattersad the benzine
around the foot of the stairs which the women
uped, nnd n'so under the stalrs,  Then he ap-
plied & tateh to the Maid, and when the fire be-
gnn to blpee he wont up atairs and took his seat
upon thie stool. Whoen the alarm was sounded
ho walked oot In line with the other convicts
gnd went to his cell, whers he was lockad up.

Mereis told the etory as though It wera n nar-
pativo ol the simplest ccourrenes, and ssamed
pot to enre whether any ong balleved It, or
whether he was punished torit. Ho has a low
forehond and doll, unintelligent ayes,

The Warden mot the Penitentinry Committes
of the Kings County Suparvisors, comprising,
Buperyisora Willinmson, John 8, Ryder, Mur-
phiy. Lnver, and Clark, in his office yestorday,
st relnted to them Morris’s eonfession,

Honry Green, thia clerk employed in the ahoe
phiog, testifled that he was 16 years old, and that

a veenslonnlly gave Morris matshes, not

nowing thet it wae ngainst the rule, althouch
Lo wane nwirs that the prison authorities fur-
pished thy lights for_the men to smoke aiter
their monls. a gave Morris a matoh on Satur-
day night, and on Mondny, when Morris asked
for one. ha (Green) thought that he gave him
two. Morris sald that he wanted to have a
moke at dinper time, The witness knew that
t was a vio'ntion of the rules of the Bay Stae
Compatiy to give out matches, The Warden
tever knew that he gave the matches. He had
potioed that Morris sometimes acted queor.

ton the Mysteriouns
Murder of Annle Downey ¥

To-day Coroner Knox will continue, and

probably conolude, the inquest In the cnss of
Annioe Downey, who was found murdered in hor
bed at 111 Prince strest on the 17th Inst. Al-
though lesas than two woeka have elapsad since
the murder, the police bave barn mctive in pur-
sulng many olues that pointed to the (dentiNea-
tion of man who visited the house on the day of
the murder, and it (s belloved that sufMcient
ovidenoce has been acoumulated to justify the
oclosing of the inqueat. 8o Iar as has boon made
publle but ons nrrost hias bean made in the cnse,
that of Edward Tim, a youog married man who
clnima to bo of respoctable family, but who is
said by both Mra. Hmith, the propriotor of the
houso, and Rebeeen Froderies to hiave boen in
the hiouse on that dar,

Although Tim lina de-
nind from tho fArst that ho was in the housa at

They any that Tim wna observed to bo
loltoring on the opposite shde of the way; that

ono of the girls beckoned th him to come in;
that after wnitin

arhort time he did coma into
tha parlor and hind a whispared conversantion
with Annla; thatafter n brlef stny he wentnwny
promising to return In the evening, and that
the last words thut Hebecon Fredories heard
when he went nway wers those apoken by
Annie, " Good by, Bddle." Hitherto it has been
the nooopted theary that the man who wis nu‘z-
poasd to be in the room with Annis that night
wine the ons who onme In the alternoon nnd
talked about n pistol,nnd it hns boen neoepted as a
fact that whon shospoke of having n companion
fu her room the lnst tine sl wna secn aliveshes
reforrod to thatman, But {t s now averred
that she might have refarred to the prisonor, to
whom, it 1s sald, she wns not a steaneer,

On the other hand, Tim's relatives aver that
he enn estubllsh o perfoct alibl, and that he was
at homa on the night In guestion.  Capt. Me.
Donnell has pot yot made publio the avidenos
that he has alnst the man, but says there Is
no gquestion that s was in the houso atthe
timeo charged, and has since ehnnged his ap-
penarance by cutting his hale, Tim I8 kept ?u
close enstody, and refused purmission to con-
fer with his rolatives or with counsel. His wife
and sister aske bnrminlu&‘to nen hiim in the
morning,. but were denisd. Then, after leaving
some comforts for the prisoner, they wont to
the scene of the murder and had an {otorview
with the inmates, whom they assured that It was
a casa of mistanken identity.

te in the evening the brother of the pris-
oner creatnd some consternation in the Prince
street housa by entering in an excited mnnner
and demanding a private interview with Mre

Smith, o indlgnuntly reproached her for hor
identifeation ol the prisoner, nnd threatened
that he would have her arrested. Then ho

ankwud for tha .‘iirl Rebecea Frederies, who had
also identifled his brother, and harshly de-
nounced her for the part she had taken In the
tdontifieation, The girl reassertad that she
could not possibly be mistaken, nnd that she
would testily under oath to what she had pre-
vioualy said.

Coroner Knox has summoned twenty-one
witnesses, and the le-iimnnr will give A com-
plete history of the murdered girl from Infanoy
to the time of her death, Testimony will be in-
troduced to show that the prisoner was de-
seribed in several respocts by the Inmatea of the
house before his arrest, and that soms partjou-
Iars of his dress, particularly as to a silver
chinin that he wore, were given before it was
possible for them to hnve boen sean after the
nrrost, Unless Capt, MeDonnell has some evi-
dence more eonvincing than any that has yet
coma to light, the police admit that there is little
probability that the jury will hold the prisoner.
leyond the one link of Tim'a alleged vinit
tothe murderad girl the chain of evidooes that
Capt. MeDonnell snys he has ngalnst him s yst
to muade apparent. One of the witnesses at
the inguest will ba the woman Mre, Angle, at
whoss housa Annie Downey lived for some
time. It I8 hinted that an attempt will be
muade by har testimony to {dentify the prisoner
ax one of the men who guarrelied with Annloe
in Twenty-seventh street, snd threatened her

The Tompkins Avenue Congregational
Church has been more or less identified with
the troubles arlsing out of the Beecher scandal,
as it was on the oocasion of the Instaliation of
the Rev. Dr. C. D. Helmer as its pastor that the
Clinton Avenue Congregational Church and the
Church of the Pilgrima refused to sit in acoun-
eil with Plymouth Church, and formally took
steps to sevar fellowahip with that churoh. Tha
Rev, Mr., Freeland, who bacame the pastor of
tha shureh ns the Inte Dre, Halmer's successor,
wils a pronounced anti-Beschor man but asthere
were many ftiends of Plymouth Church in the
congregntion, it was ngreod that if Mr. Freeland
became the pastor, the Beasher seanidal should
pot enter into the conduct of the affairs of the
chiurech. Mr. Fresland echosa only  those
chiurehes which wers well known to ba opposced
to Mr. Beeoher to sit in the eounell, and, in
choosing the ministers to tnke part {n tha'in-
stallntion. ha selected the Rev, B, E. Firld o
the Paritan Chureh to extand the rlght hand o
followshin, Mr, Field had been so outspoken
neainst Mr. Beochierthat Capt. ©, C. Dunean and
C, . Wood, both nnti-Beecher man, ndvisoed
Mr. Freeland not to fovite Mr. Fisld to go Iin-
